TRIAL, OF WM. WHITE. 


The EBvidence--Verdict Net Guilty. 
The Board of Aldermen met again last nigh: 
fm the capacity of a court te imvesttigate tre 
charge against Wm. White, sexton of the West- 
ern Cemetery, the nature of which hast been 
made public. The atiormey for the defense 
moved that the prosecution be required to bring 
specific charges against the accused. Judge Bur- 
nett sald this was not a military court and 
should not be trammelied by such rules a3 govern 
courts martial. The court determ'ned to preceed 
with the trial without further delay. The wir 
Reeses were 8% Orn and s¢ parated. 

Lorena Nef wascalied. She is a bright little 
girl of 12 years, and she told what sife had to 
say in a straightforward mapper. On Thursday 
or Friday, nearly three weeks ago, she sccom- 
papied ber little sister snd Ida Detchen, whom 
Mr. White had invited, to the cemetery to get 
some flowers. While they were walking in the 
cemetery, in search of Gowers, Mr. White sald he

one op his knee and lifted them, and in doing so, 
“put his hand on them.”” They went on and got 
some fowers, and, after this,; Mr. White again 
feeling tired, laid down on the grass, and told 
the girls to sit down beside him and 
make their flowers into bouquets. They 
did so, and while sitting there be told them to 
puli up their clothes or they would lose their 
Sowers, to which they smswered they “didn’: 
care if they did.”” Tbe other little gisis, one of 
whom was eight years of age. the other stiil 
youbyer, were examined and testified about the 
same in substance.

THE PROPOSED PARI PARK, 
Its Importance as a Public Eater- 


a e 
After a careful consideration of all the argu- 
menis, pro and con, that has been used concern- 
ing the park question, we are of the Grm conric- 
\jom that this is the proper time to make the pur- 
chase of lands and set about converting thes 
into public grounds. We cannot see how the 
city wil ever be im any better condition tocom- 
menoce the work than new. There will be, for 
many yeals to Come, Measures for the imoprove- 
ment of the city, and involving large and Contin- 
uous expenditures. It ls the history of all cities. 
The time will probably pot ceme in our genera- 
tion when our municipality will be entirely free 
from hondrd devt. Yet cities grow and thrive 
im spite of such burdens. It is a fact that cities 
thatare the most vigorous and have the most 
substantial growth are the ones tbat have the 
largest liab lities. This matter is easy of under- 
standing. Itis because the work of carrving 
out public imprevements requires the borrowing 
of money, and a large debt is evidence of alarge 
amouct of euch work having been done, and 
consequently of a substantial order of the mer- 
éantile and manufactuiing interests in the city 
exbibiting such a Qvancia! condition. This, of 
course, pre-supposes no waste or dishonesty in 
the conduct of public effairs. The benefit ex- 
tended to all classes of industry and to all ele- 
ments of wealth ina city, by the establishment 
of parks, sbould not be lightly estimated. As the 
necessity of such plac 6 has long been f-li here 
we hope to see the ordipance for the parks sus- 
tained on the day efelection. We believe it has 
beca wisely constructed, and with live men w 
carry out its provisions—which our estimate of 
the present Mayor leads us t© believe will be the 
case—will place us on suci a park footing as the 
best interests of ihe city require. 


A Large Transaction. 

Real etate is very high in some sections of the 
city, Dut it is a carious fact that property in such 
locations advances more rapidly than elsewhere. 
There was a transaction of this character on 
Monday, where @ one-bfindred-acre tract, south 
of the House of Refuge, sold for $75,000. Ten 
years ago it could have been bought for $200 per 
acre. But Loulsvilie is young and destined to be 
a great city,

Death of Dr. M. P. Breckinridge. 


Dispatcbes from Alton, ll., were received yea- 
terday announcing the death of Dr. Marcus P. 
Breckinridge. He died im Alton, Lil., very sud- 
Genly on Monday night. He was weil known ina 
Louisville as the som of the venerable Presbyte- 
rian paster, the Rev. Dr. William L. Breckin- 
ridge, anc a graduate of the Medica) Depariument 
of the University of Loulsyille, and for a few 
years a successful practitioner of medicine in 
this city. 

Several years since he remayed to Alton 
and became a drogeist,and has now departed 
this life In the fortieth year of his age. In his 
character and Intellect, in true courage, in his 
frank and manly bearing, he upheld nobly the 
reputation and honor ef his illustrious family. 
One of his prominent characteristics was a cer- 
tain manly tenderness and loveableness. Indeed, 
it has been thought by some who knew him well 
that he was led to abandon the practice of medi- 
cine by his painful sensibility toe the 
sufferings of the sick-room, aod, 
in the event of death, the angulsb 
of the survivors, He was marricd toa daughter 
of the late Col. St. John Long, U. &. A., and 
leaves tO the sympathy of a host of fmendsa 
widow ahd five ciifidren. His family is repre- 
sented in this city by a sister and two brothers, 
one of the latter being Dr. Stanhope P. Breckin- 
rtdge, himself an seccomplished physician and 
medical professor. An older brother, the late 
Dr. Robert J. Breckinridge, 6 well remembered 
here as @ celeUrated practitioner and a brilliant 
professor in the Universite School of Medicine, 
Be died In Texas several years since.
